In October the state will ask for bids on 
the landscaping of 4 miles of the Inter- 
state Highway near (Jretna.

Tied in to the 
picture in a very im­ 
portant way i> the fur- 
thrr question of con­ 
trol of advertising along the Interstate. 
The last session of the I « gislatiire brought 
an 18-to-20 vote defeat for a bill aimed at 
controlling billboard advertising along the 
Interstate. One of the leaders of the op­ 
position was the present Hepubliran candi­ 
date for govomor, John Cooper. His oppo­ 
nent on the Democratic side, Frank Morri­ 
son, is in favor of the billboard limita­ 
tion and landscaping. The two questions of 
billboard controls and landscaping fit to­ 
gether for several reasons 
For one thing they naturally complement 
one another. There would be a certain 
amount of inconsistency In beautify ing the 
Interstate with trees and shrubberies and 
then eltillering it up with hillhoartls. Also, 
control of the hillboarcis can furnish the 
funds for landscaping. 
Ninet> per ci’n! of (hr (o i <»f land i ap 
ing 
IS furnished by the federal government 
—the same matching program as applies 
to actual construction of the super highway . 
But the federal government will make an­ 
other one-half of one per cent contribu­ 
tion to the entire highway program if bill- 
hoard advertising is controlled. 
★ 
Thus, control of advertising on the Inter­ 
state would give Nebra.ska an additional 
$1,455.000 on the total highway cost of $29 1,- 
000,000. This Is more than enough lo meet 
the less than $.‘100.000 cost to the state as 
its share of the landscaping program. In 
addition to this, the stale would reap the 
economic benefits of the $3 million land­ 
scaping program. The program of land­ 
scaping and control of billboards makes 
such good sense that it is hard to see how 
it was beaten in the T.<egis]aturc.

The 1981 l.egifda(urr will have one last 
chance to take advantage of this program. 
The hiilboard control program expires sfuly 
1 and states which have not adopted a 
plan by that time can share in none of 
the federal benefits of control. Without the 
control pay ments, it is likely that the land­ 
scaping program will never he completed. 
The program should fit in well, too, with 
current plans for a "chain of lakes" along 
the Interstate in the (irand Island to North 
Platte area.

For a rather drastic change of subjects

In both of the.se 
areas of human behavior, progress in our 
understanding and treatment is constantly 
being made. Few people view today as 
they did 10 y ears ago the problem of y oung 
people in trouble, regardless of the rea­ 
son But we should also realize that new 
inhtitutions are cosily programs. 
While both of the above cases may rep­ 
resent real needs, we have not even satis­ 
fied the needs in areas of operations in 
which we are already engaged. Neither of 
the training schools, state hospitals and 
the juvenile probation facilities are ade­ 
quate in all respects at this time. Before 
we go on to other things, it might be better 
to bring existing programs more up lo par.

Consolidation Just A Step 


The Interstate Commerce Commission has 
consented to the merger of the Eric rail­ 
road and the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western, and the new sy stem will 
have 
2.9 00 miles of track extending from New 
York to the Middle West. 
Earlier the ICC smiled on a merger w hich 
has put together the Virginian and the Nor­ 
folk and Western railway s. 
Pending and under controversy is the 
New York Central’s effort for control of the 
Baltimore and Ohio in order to work out an 
ultimate merger with the Chesapeake and 
Ohio. 
The trend toward the reduction in nuirrher 
of competing railroads goes on. albeit the 
elimination of competition runs contrary 
to a principle long held to be the virtue and 
essence of free enterprise. The principle 
that if the customer is allowed a choice the 
purv ey ors w ill do a better job has not been 
totally sustained. Improvement of service, 
as in the case of railroads, requires ade­ 


quate revenue without which the principle 
of competition results in poorer fare for the 
operator and the customer alike. In these 
recent railroad mergers the motives have 
not been to capture the customer and de­ 
stroy his rights as such, but rather to elimi­ 
nate duplications and losses the railroads 
can no longer live with. 
The United States cannot prosper without 
its railroads, y et it hasn’t y et found a way to 
protect them against decline. These merg­ 
ers may correct the trend temporarily , but 
they are not the final answer. Before such 
an answer can be approached the thought 
suggests itself that the nation is not consid­ 
ering its transportation facilities as separate 
parts of one general piece of fabric. It is too 
prone to isolate and treat with its trucking 
service, its air facilities and railroads as 
though what ailed each is a thing inherent in 
the facility itself. Since all three are essen­ 
tial and the health of each is essential the 
problem should be approached in the whole 
rather than in part. 
Laying A Ghast 
Southern defection from the Democratic 
party was an early ghost story which it 
seems cannot survive the bright morning 
sunshine of second thought. 
Senator Estes Kefauver was believed to 
be politically on his last legs in Tennes­ 
see because of his liberalism and his toler- 
ance in racial matters. He was said also 
to be heavily menaced by the |K)liticaI 
machines and revenge-seeking concerns 
w’hose practices had been investigated by 
his Senate committee. Well, the primary 
election came on and Estes ran stronger 
than ever. 
The political commentators made all the 
hay possible out of the possible defection 
of the South from the Kennedy -Johnson 
camp. It looked like a windfall for the Re­ 
publican parly . That ghost has not y et 
been wholly laid, but almost. 
The lest came recently in Georgia when 
in the general voting there was the pro­ 
posal, advisory in nature, that the state’s 


12 presidential electors go uninstruclcd. It 
was a close vote and the electorate did not 
choose to bind their electors to the present 
presidential candidates. But here is what 
happened. 
Ten 
of 
the 
12 
Democratic 
electors promptly announced their loy alty 
to the Kennedy -Johnson ticket and the other 
two are expected to follow suit. Their ac­ 
tions in the pre-election period indicated 
that they preferred a mandate to vote for 
the ticket in order to take any pressure 
off themselves for later doing what they 
intended to do all along. 
The history of the Democratic party in 
the South is one of a mutual security alli- 
afice and it is not often that the Southern­ 
ers will risk division because of a mo­ 
mentary disaffection. The last time it tried 
it was when the Dixiecrat movement tried 
to do in President Truman. It was not 
only a failure, but it was a revelation 
that the South was not as politically for­ 
midable as was advertised. The South is 
not apt to try it again soon. 
A Desperate Character 
Newspaper headlines often do strange 
things and a series of them of late has 
raised the imfiortant question of who is 
"Mosquito Bill?" The first disturbing head­ 
line reported that the Nebraska Legisla­ 
ture would get "Mosquito Bill" and anoth­ 
er has now told us that Jerome Warner 
has pledged his support to "Mosquito Bill." 
On the basis of this, one might assume 
that whoever the character is, he h a s

The man largely responsi­ 
ble for Castro’s interest in 
American Negroes is Rob­ 
ert F. Williams of Monroe, 
N.C., who was temporarily 
suspended from the Nation­ 
al Association for the ad­ 
vancement of Colored Peo­ 
ple for preaching that Ne­ 
groes should meet violence 
with violence. 
Williams has visited Cuba 
several times, helped to or­ 
ganize the "Committee For 
Fair Play For Cuba" and 
has invited Castro to visit 
him in North Carolina. 
"Immediately a f t e r 
I 
went 
to 
Cuba," 
Williams 
told me over the long-dis­ 
tance telephone, "I started 
publicizing the fact that in 
Cuba 1 felt as if 1 belonged 
to the human race. In Ha­ 
vana 1 attended some of the 
street rallies and for the 
first time I found racial 
equality . 


"I have been telling the 
Negro press that they could 
expect Castro to sy mpathize 
with the Negro peoples of 
the, world. He is a great 
friend of the Negro people. 


"I have invited Castro lo 
foiiie down here to sec how 
the 
Negroes 
live 
in 
the 
.South," Williams continued. 
"I have lieen denied a Job. 
1 have been subjected to 
economic pressure. I have 
had my insurance canceled 
three times because I was 
too great a risk. When I got 
a job as a machinist in a 
textile plant in another coun­ 
ty , 40 miles away , the Ku 
KIux Klan followed me over 
there, reported (hat I was a 
member of the NAACP, and 
I was fired. So I wanted Cas­ 
tro to come down and see 
the conditions under which 
Negroes work in the South." 
"Ks he coming?" I asked. 
"No, I have a telegram 
that the State Department 
won’t let him move outside 
of Manhattan. So I’m going 
up to see him," Williams re­ 
plied. "We Negroes are go­ 
ing to start making friends 
in other places. We’re not 
making 
progress 
in 
this 
country and we’re not satis­ 
fied with our Uncle Tom 
leaders who tell us we are. 
The white people’s hearts 
are so hard we can’t appeal 
to ’em any more. I told this 
to Castro when I saw him 
in Cuba. And I told it to all 
of Cuba by TV and radio 
and in the Cuban press." 
Williams said that more 
and more Negroes are look­ 
ing to Cuba for leadership 
in this hemisphere, and that 
North Carolina Negroes paid 
his way to New York in or­ 
der to catch a Cuban air­ 
way s plane to Havana. Once 
he got lo New York, the Cu­ 
ban government gave him a 
free trip the rest of the way . 
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name would lead y ou to believe that he 
would be a rather motley individual. After 
all, nicknames generally refer to some 
sort of peculiarity or characteristic of the 
individual involved. "Honest" John, "Wild" 
Bill and other such added handles pretty 
well mean what they say . 
But how in the world would "Mosquito 
Bill" ever go over in politics?

hope for our space aspira­ 
tions of the future. 
In guarded language, our 
National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
dm in I si ration is re­ 
leasing information concern­ 
ing Project Apollo, a major 
man-in-space advance that 
migh* become operational by 
1966 And 
with 
this 
may 
come the breakthrough in 
manned flight being sought 
by our Congressional lead­ 
ers 
This project is being 
geared to overlap Project 
Mercury which is scheduled 
to run through 1962. 
The objective of the new 
project is to supjKirt at least 
three men in space for pe­ 
riods ranging from two week 
to twc months a.s a space 
station circling the earth or 
for shorter periods on a cir- 
cum-lunar mi.ssion. 
The " B u i l d i ng Block" 
technique will be employ ed 
In this project with three 
making up the space station. 
The most critical component 
will he the commancl cen­ 
tral module. The other two 
would serve as a propulsion 
module and a mission mod­ 
ule. 
George M. Ix)w, Chief of 
NASA’s 
Manned 
S pa c e 
Flight 
Program, 
indicates 
that the command module 
"would house the crew dur­ 
ing launch and re-entry of 
flight; it would also serve as 
the flight control center for 
the remainder of the mis­ 
sion.” He also anticipates 
mat this module would, ’ be 
identical for both 
circum- 
iunar and earth-orbital mis­ 
sions." This central module 
could also be employ ed as an 
earth orbitting laboratory to 
execute many needed studies 
of the space environment. 
The propulsion 
m o d u l e 
could be used for circum- 
lunar missions on which es­ 
sential 
midcourse 
correc­ 
tions could be supplied or in 
earth 
orbital 
missions 
it 


could 
provide 
maneuvera­ 
bility to permit orbit modifi­ 
cation or rendezvousing w ith 
oihei .space craft. At launch 
It will be used lo provide a 
safe landing for the astro­ 
nauts in the event of an 
aborted mission.

The mission module would 
simply comprise an instru­ 
ment 
assembly containing 
instruments 
developed 
for 
specific research tasks. 
The research and develop­ 
ment phases of this project 
with 
the 
inauguration 
of 
prototy pe flights will begin 
in 196? and end In 1965. The 
dill scale spacecraft will be 
flown in 1966. 
Foi the first time, com­ 
fort for the Astronauts while 
in space is being planned in 
the early discussion stages. 
In the Mercury Project it is 
contemplated that the full 
pressure suit will be worn 
during the 
short orbitting 
times of the capsule. How­ 
ever. in the new project, at 
least for certain periods of 
flight, a "shirt sleeve" en­ 
vironment is planned to per­ 
mit maximum comfort for 
the three man crew. The 
keeping of a three-man crew 
nappy , alert and capable of 
tulfillmg a mission that may 
last for two months repre­ 
sents a 
tremendous 
chal­ 
lenge to the scientific com­ 
munity but the NASA plan­ 
ning group believes this to 
be an important facet of the 
problem. 


At thil time thf greateit 
handiCRp facing the project 
is the lack of suitable launch­ 
ing 
vehicles. 
Early 
tests 
plan the use of the Atlas 
Agena-B with the capability 
of putting 1,100 pounds into 
a 300-milc orbit. These tests 
will continue until the Saturn 
vehicle is available. T h e 
full scale Apollo assembly 
mu.st use this largest of our 
launching 
vehicles 
to 
be 
placed in orbit. 
The problem of re-entry 
will also tax the abilities of 
scientists engaged on the 
new project. If the mission is 
a circumlunar one, then the 
vehicle w ill 
re-enter t h e 
earth 
atmosphere 
with

.speed of about .16,000 feet a 
second Safely bringing to the 
surface a vehicle moving at 
this speed is fanta.stically dif- 
iicult, this despite the fact 
that both Russia and this 
country have re-entered an 
orbitting vehicle starting out 
with a speed of about 25,000 
feet a second. Re.search cur- 
rentlv under way in many 
laboratqries may point the 
way to the solution of this

The inauguration nf 
t h i s 
projecl will mean that for the 
first time men will stay in 
the hostile environment of 
space for significant periods 
of time. During these stay s 
they will be subject to all 
the wild uidiations of space. 
While .N’.xSA personnel are 
fully cogni*» ant of the haz­ 
ards that lie bey ond the at­ 
mosphere of the earth they 
are also hoping that the data 
obtained from the Mercury 
project will furnish clues to 
permit preventive measures 
to be taken.
